REPORT OF SELECTMEN 


During the past year your Board of Selectmen and the sey- 
eral departments of the Town have been greatly handicapped 
in keeping within appropriations on account of the high costs 
of materials and labor. We believe, however, that the busi- 
ness of the Town has been administered as economically as 
possible consistent with good work. The various boards of 
town officers have co-operated with us in securing the best re- 
sults, and we wish to express our appreciation for their assist- 
ance. 


In the matter of public works we would advocate a construc- 
tive policy as heretofore. We would recommend the building 
of a concrete bridge each year to replace the old type of wooden 
bridges which are dangerous as well as costly to continue. A 
portion of granolithic should be built every year. We also 
recommend that a sufficient sum of money should be appro- 
priated annually to repair and maintain the macadam roads 
which we already have.

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REPORT OF OVERSEERS OF POOR 


In presenting our report it is our purpose to give the citizens 
of Millbury a detailed account of what we have done and are 
prepared to profit by their criticisms. The appropriations re- 
ceived during the year were $14,000—and the voters allowed us 
to draw from the funds reimbursed to the town. 

We have expended $20,958.48.

The last two items amounting to $9,291.88 have been, or will 
be, returned to our Town Treasurer. Of the amount paid out 
for the support of Millbury’s poor over $4000 was for unpaid 
and unreported bills received from our predecessors and cov- 
ered the time from 1916 to 1921. The last old bills—we hope— 
came to us in October. This item includes Mothers’ Aid bills 
to the amount of $1702.49, one-third of which the Common- 
wealth assumes and reimburses. We also include under this 
item the sum of $469.35 paid for Soldiers’ Aid which will prob- 
ably be transferred to this department from that fund. Of 
the $1847.03 paid for hospital and medical attendance fully 
33 per cent has been paid back and is in the hands of the Town 
Treasurer. 

With the above deductions the cost of maintaining the poor 
of Millbury is less than has obtained in some past years. 

Every legitimate bill presented to this Board is paid to De- 
cember 31, 1921, and we have no unpaid bills to report.

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REPORT OF FIRE ENGINEERS 


To the Selectmen :— 
The engineers of the fire department appointed by your hon- 
orable board, met and organized as follows: 


GEORGE E. WHITEHEAD, Chief 
JOSEPH E. ARMY, Clerk 
WILLIAM D. HORNE, Asst. 


During the year Company No. 1 responded to 17 bell and 19 
still alarms. Company No. 2 responded to 17 bell and 14 still 
alarms. There were 5 false alarms. The loss by fire was 
around $5000. The department during the year responded to 
three out of town calls for assistance. Two of these calls for 
assistance were from Sutton and one for the big fire in Worces- 
ter on January 19. The apparatus is in excellent condition 
but we recommend the purchase of at least 500 feet of hose. 
During the year the members of the department have been 
furnished rubber coats and regulation helmets. The board of 
engineers wish to thank all citizens for their cooperation. We 
beg to call attention to the small loss for the year. Also that 
during the period from August 11th to December 29th there 
were no bell alarms. Your engineers believe this to be a 
record, and due to the fact that the citizens in general have been 
trying to reduce needless losses by fire. Insurance companies, 
fire departments and the department of public safety are mak- 
ing a vigorous campaign to impress upon the public the fact 
that a loss by fire is shared by every one. Herbert Hoover says 
“Fire losses are in effect a tax on every man, woman and child 
in the United States. This is one case where the tax payer 
can reduce the rate.” H. A. Dikeman, Fire Marshal of Ohio, 
says “It is just as important to stop fires before they occur as 
to fight them after they have started.” Fire Marshal George C. 
Neal of Massachusetts says “Thousands of lives and millions 
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of property values are needlessly sacrificed annually through 
fires that might be prevented by carefulness and cleanliness.” 
Chief Walsh of Boston says “The most important duty of a fire 
department is to prevail upon the citizens to maintain condi- 
tions on their premises which will so far as possible prevent 
the starting of fires.” 

Attention of citizens is called to the laws and regulations 
governing garages and storage of gasoline. It is not lawful 
for any person to maintain a garage of the 1st and 2d class 
without license from the Selectmen and a permit from the 
chief of the fire department. In a garage of the 3d class, per- 
mit only is required. The storage of gasoline without license 
and permit is not lawful. Blank applications for permits may 
be obtained from the chief of the department. We respectfully 
request the citizens of Millbury to cooperate with the fire de- 
partment in an effort to make the town’s fire loss in 1922 the 
lowest in the state.

Your trustees submit the following as their report for the 
year ending Dec. 31, 1921. The library has been open 234 days 
during the year. We have purchased 172 new books during the 
year, divided as follows: Fiction 79, Juvenile 80, Classified 13. 
The total circulation for the year was 18,030, classified as fol- 
lows :—

During the year the library has been presented with the 
following gifts: 25 volumes French books from the Massa- 
chusetts Library Commission, 12 volumes from Mr. C. C. Fergu- 
son, and one volume from Mr. E. H. Park. One hundred sixty- 
nine books have been rebound. 

As has been customary in the past, the library is open Sun- 
day afternoon during the winter months, between the hours of 
2.30 and 5.30, for reading purposes only. . 

The grading of the yard on the Water St. side of the build- 
ing has been completed during the year, the expense of which 
has been withdrawn from the Calvin Barker Fund. 

The voters must realize that the success of any library de 
pends in a great measure upon its circulation, and this in turn 
depends upon the new books purchased. One of the most fre- 
quent questions asked of your librarian is, “Why do I never 
get a new book at the library” You will note above that we 
were able to purchase but 79 books of fiction during the year, 
or an average of three books every two weeks with which to 
supply approximately 250 readers weekly. The maintenance 
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bills, of course must be met first, and what is left is expended 


for new books. 

During the year we have received the Amy A. Harrington 
Trust Fund, amounting to $1507.80 which has been placed on 
deposit with the Millbury Savings Bank, as is shown in the 
Town Treasurer’s report.

Worcester, ss. 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Millbury, in the 
County of Worcester, Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of 
Millbury, qualified to vote in elections and town affairs, to meet 
at the Town Hall, in said Millbury, on-Monday, the Sixth day 
of February, next, at fifteen minutes of six o’clock in the 
forenoon, to act on the following articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 


Article 2. To choose three Selectmen, a Town Clerk, 
Treasurer, Collector of Taxes, Auditor, six Constables, Tree 
Warden, Highway Surveyor, all for the term of one year, one 
Overseer of Poor for three years, one Overseer of Poor for two 
years, one Overseer of Poor for one year, one member of the 
School Committee for three years, one Assessor for three years, 
one member of the Board of Health for three years, one member 
of the Board of Health for°one year, one Trustee of Town 
Library for three years, and one Commissioner of Cemeteries for 
three years, all to be voted for on one ballot. Also on same 
ballot, to vote “Yes” or “No” in answer to the question: 
“Shall licenses be granted for the sale of certain non- 
intoxicating beverages in this town?” Also on the same ballot, 
to vote “Yes” or “No” upon the following question: “Shall 
Chapter 807 of the Acts of 1913, being an act to provide for 
compensating Laborers, Workmen and Mechanics for injuries 
sustained in public employment and to exempt from legal 
liability counties and municipal corporations which pay such 
compensation, be accepted by the inhabitants of this Town?” 
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Also on same ballot to vote “Yes” or “No” on the question: 
“Shall the Town elect the members of the Board of Selectmen, 
for terms of one, two and three years at the annual Town 
Meeting for the year 1923, at which time the members of said 
Board will be elected, one for one year, one for two years and 
one for three years, and at each Annual Town Meeting there- 
after, to elect one member for the term of three years as the 
term of one expires?” 


Article 3. 'To choose all other necessary ‘Town officers for the 
vear ensuing. 


Article 4. To hear the reports of the several Town officers 
and committees and act thereon. 


Article 5. To raise‘and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary to defray Town charges for the year ensuing, 
including sums for the lighting of streets, the maintenance of 
the Town Library, the observance of Memorial Day, care and 
improvement of cemeteries, care of clocks, care of fire alarm, 
the use of the Tree Warden, and for Town Aid to needy soldiers 
and their widows, salaries of fire department or take any action 
thereon. 


Article 6. To determine the time when all taxes shall be 
payable and make regulations concerning the payment of the 
same. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize Treas- 
urer with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money in 
anticipation of the revenue of the current financial year. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen to borrow money 
in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year of 1925. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to employ counsel in any suit that may be brought against the 
Town. 


Article 10. To choose any committee or committees that 
may be thought necessary. 
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Article 11. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to publish a list of all uncollected taxes with the annual re- 
ports. 

Article 12. To see what action the Town will take with 
regard to hiring one or more permanent policemen to patrol our 
streets in the night time and raise and appropriate money for 
the same, or take any action thereon. 

Article 18. To see if the Town will authorize the Assessors 
to print the Valuation and Tax List and raise and appropriate 
money therefor. 

Article 14. To see if the Town will authorize the payment 
of outstanding bills from the unexpended balance in the Treas- 
ury or take any action thereon. 

Article 15. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
a sum of money to pay the unpaid bills that cannot be met 
with the unexpended balance in the Treasury, or take any 
action thereon. 

Article 16. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $250, to be paid to the Millbury Society for District 
Nursing, or take any action thereon. 

Article 17. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money to care for neglected Soldiers’ graves, or take any 
action thereon. 

Article 18. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for granolithic sidewalks, providing the abuttors 
are willing to pay one-half of the cost, same to be located and 
built under the direction of the Selectmen, or to take any action 
thereon. 

Article 19. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for a series of Band Concerts, or take any action 
thereon. 

Article 20. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for the purchase of new street signs, or take any 
action thereon. 

Article 21. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate a 
certain sum of money to cover expenses of heat and light of 
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Blanchard Hall, now used by the Legion Post, or take any 
action thereon. 

Article 22. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate a 
certain sum of money to repair Greenwood Street between 
Tainter Hill and Old Common, or take any action thereon. 

Article 23. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate a 
sum, of money to place one electric light on Prospect Street, 
beyond those which are already installed, or take any action 
thereon. 

Article 24. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate a 
certain sum of money to build or repair the catch basin at the 
corner of the streets near the Felters Co., or take any action 
thereon. 

Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to accept the con- 
tinuation of Prospect Street as laid out by the Selectmen, and 
raise and appropriate money therefor, or take any action 
thereon. 


Article 26. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate a 
certain sum of money to build granolithic curbings on Elm 
Street, under the direction of the Selectmen, or take any action 
thereon. 


Article 27. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a certain sum of money to pay the unpaid bills in connec- 
tion with the new cement road on Providence Street, or take 
any action thereon. 


Article 28. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money to repair Stone’s Crossing Road, or take any 
action thereon. 


Article 29. To see if the Town will authorize the School 
Committee to establish and maintain State aided vocational 
education in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 74 of 
the General Laws of 1920, and acts amendatory thereto and 
dependant thereon and to further authorize the School Commit- 
tee to spend from the general school appropriation such a sum 
as may seem necessary for the purpose. 


Article 30.. To see if the Town will vote the use of the Town 
Hall for Basket Ball during the present year to the Millbury 
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Industrial Basket Ball League and the Millbury High School 
for nominal charge of heat and light. The Selectmen having 
the right to revoke such if in their judgment the same is being 
abused, or take any action thereon. Se 

Article 31. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money to purchase a piece of land near Central Ceme- 
tery, or take any action thereon. 

Article 32. To-see if the Town will vote to rf ace a guard on 

top of the cement railing on the North side of the cement bridge 
on South Main Street, or take any action thereon. 
. Article 33. To see if the Town will appoint a committee to 
act in conjunction with the Selectmen for the purpose of mak- 
ing a contract with the Millbury Water Co., or take any action 
thereon. 

Article 34. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money to place a hydrant at the junction of Howe and 
Millbury Avenues or take any action thereon.

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Millbury: 

The past year has witnessed, not only here but elsewhere, the 
increase of salaries to teachers. For many years it was mani- 
fest that teachers and persons having to do with the supervision 
of schools were greatly underpaid. The war and business con- 
ditions so increased the wages in nearly all kinds of employ- 
ment that teachers and others who contemplated being teachers — 
were drawn from their intended work on account of the very 
much larger compensation they would receive for practically 
the same amount of work in another line. The decrease in stu- 
dents at the Normal Schools reflects itself in the scarcity of 
trained teachers. It is very essential, if our schools are to 
continue to do the work they have in the past, that some in- 
centive must be offered to those who intend to take up the teach- 
ing profession. The State realized this when laws were passed 
providing for reimbursement to towns on account of teachers’ 
salaries. When there were plenty of good teachers, small 
towns had little to worry about because the number of appli- 
cants for positions was greater than the number of positions 
to be filled, but today the pendulum has swung the other way. 
Population is increasing, the school attendance is larger, and 
a greater number of teachers are required. The number being 
graduated from the Normal Schools is less. The direct conse- 
quence is that many towns are required to hire teachers who 
have not had the advantage of a Normal School training and 
towns that formerly had Normal School graduates for their 
teachers lose them because other larger towns and cities have 
increased the wages so that the new positions are more attrac- 
tive. 

The logical result is that unless the small towns raise the 
salaries of teachers so that they may not be attracted to other 
places they will lose good teachers and consequently see 
their schools grow gradually worse. In this day we cannot 
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afford to have our public schools go backward. A great burden 
is upon them. Whether we realize it or not the money that is 
expended for education is a public investment and will amply 
repay the public by producing results which will tend to create 
high ideals concerning our laws and country, and will partially 
counteract all movements tending in the direction of dis- 
obedience to law and usurpation of governmental functions. 
The question of public school education today is a critical one 
to be considered seriously by everyone who has the welfare of 
his country at heart. 

The superintendent of schools, the principal of the high 
school, and the school nurse have submitted reports which will 
be found on the subsequent pages. The auditor’s report will 
show a detailed account of receipts and disbursements. All of 
these reports we recommend to your very careful considera- 
tion. The past year has been no exception in that there was 
co-operation between all having school work to do. We eall 
attention to the part of the superintendent’s report relative to 
crowded conditions in the schools and the necessity for add1- 
tional school rooms. Just how this will be met must be for the 
Town to determine. When it shall be done may of necessity 
depend upon the financial resour¢es of the Town. 

We thank all those who have assisted us in the school work 
and we invite suggestions from all those who have the interest 
of the schools at heart.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Millbury School Committee: | 

I respectfully submit this, my tenth annual report and the 
thirty-second in the series of reports by Millbury school super- 

intendents. A | 
Along with this report will also be found those of the High 

School Principal, the school nurse and the supervisors, and at 

the end there are various school statistics for 1921.

Inadequacy of School Accommodations 


Last year on account of insufficiency of room we had four 
groups of pupils at Providence Street attending school on part 
time. This year we have not only these but also two others at 
Union who are doing the same thing. Altogether now we have 
about 200 children at the Center who are attending school 
less than 4-5 of regular time. These include all the 6th and 
7th grade pupils there and also the Ist and 2d grade children at 
Providence Street. They are distributed as follows: 
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Union School—

Though the East Millbury School provided for about 50 chil- 
dren, the situation is not relieved materially as we had almost 
exactly that number of additional pupils enter the grades in 
September. The present (December) enrollment is 1103, the 
largest we have ever had. 

One room at Union, because of over crowding, also has two 
teachers. Every school room at Union, Providence Street and 
Burbank, except that of the first grade at Burbank, has from 41 
to 49 pupils, as may be seen in detail by referring to the Decem- 
ber enrollment by buildings elsewhere. | 

It is needless to say that our schools cannot keep pace under 
these conditions with other schools where all the children have 
a.seat, where they may attend school for the usual length of 
time and where there are not over forty children to the room. 

A six-room building is immediately required to take care of 
the extra classes already formed and the progress classes likely 
to be demanded within a year, as there seems no doubt that the 
results of the examinations by the Worcester Hospital Clinic 
will necessitate the formation of one if not two classes. A build- 
ing committee appointed at the last annual town meeting has 
this matter under advisement and will make a report at the 
February town meeting. . 
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The East Millbury School 


Karly in November the new East Millbury School was fin- 
ished. It is an entirely modern, three-room building, heated by 
steam and hot air, supplied with water for its toilets and bub- 
blers from a pressure tank, lighted from one side of the rooms, 
provided with electric lights and bells, equipped with the most 
up-to-date adjustable movable furniture with two of the rooms 
connected by folding doors and capable of being thrown to- 
gether for assembly and community purposes. Its cost, in- 
cluding grounds and equipment was approximately $20,000. 
Two of the three rooms are now occupied, taking care of 50 
children in the first six grades. These children had previously 
attended the Providence Street School. 


Union School Changes 


Early in the summer a special town meeting was held and 
$3000 appropriated to remodel the basement of the Union 
School and install new toilets. These rooms which were pre- 
viously dark were made lighter by lowering the windows, and 
more sanitary by the better toilet equipment. 

Next year it will be necessary to make changes at the Provi- 
dence Street School or Burbank School to comply with orders 
given by State Police. 

The sum of $500 was also appropriated and expended to make 
such changes in the ventilating system of the Union School, as 
were required by the state inspecting officer. 


The High School 


Ten years ago, the town had no high school building or equip- 
ment worthy the name. The High School had only four teach- 
ers and 100 pupils. There was no adequate equipment for 
drawing, sewing, manual training, commercial and laboratory 
work. The school had no gymnasium or auditorium. It had 
lost its privilege even of certification to normal schools because 
of the unfavorable report of the State High School Agent. 
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Today we have a 17-room High school, 175 pupils, 8 teachers 
and proper equipment along all the lines in which it was de- 
ficient then. In almost every subject taught, the number of 
periods required has increased 20 per cent or more. Several 
new subjects as Spanish, trigonometry and biology have also 
been added. It has won back all its certificate privileges and 
now has all that any Massachusetts High School has. It has 
more graduates than ever before at normal, technical and col- 
legiate schools. These pupils through their general high stand- 
ing in these institutions reflect great credit upon the efficiency 
of their training in. the Millbury Schools and upon the faith- 
fulness of their instructors here. 

We can confidently say that we have a High School which 
may very properly be regarded with pride by the people, a 
school that wins invariably favorable comment from visitors 
who inspect it and its work. 

Almost perfectly disciplined, there has developed a splendid 
spirit of work and play, teachers and pupils with mutual liking 
working together with cooperation and singularly without fric- 
tion. Nearly everything done in other schools is also done well 
in our High School. Through the intelligent interest of Mr. 
Bowen with the cooperation of his teachers the school has 
among other things an orchestra, a glee club, a monthly paper 
called the Reflector, and good athletic teams in baseball, bas- 
ketball and volley ball; also prize contests in declamations and 
essays. 7 

It is greatly to be hoped that we can pay sufficient salaries” 
- to retain our present very competent teaching force. The risk 
to be run by changing high school teachers is too great to allow 
the saving of a few hundred dollars in salaries to impair the ef- 
ficiency of the school. The town owes much to Mr. Backus, Mr. 
Keyes and Mr. Bowen for the part each has played in bringing 
the High School from a low standard to one that has been 
higher with each succeeding year. 

For further information in regard to the High School, I 
would refer you to the report of Principal Bowen who, through 
his conscientious and intelligent efforts, has done much to 
make his school better and more efficient. 
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School Nurse 


In August it became necessary by law to employ a school 
nurse. The proportion of time for which she should be em- 
ployed was made the same as that of the school superintendent. 
As the district nurse, Miss Stafford, could not spare to the 
schools as much time as this, the School Committee were 
obliged to employ a new nurse. Miss Helen Copp, a graduate 
nurse with community service experience, was secured. 

She has now been at work for three months. During this time 
she started the “Modern Health Crusade” in the schools and 
there has already resulted in almost every room a noticeable 
improvement in care of teeth, cleanliness, etc. A campaign has 
been started also to remedy so far as possible the under-weight 
of children. A weighing scale has been purchased, the children 
have been weighed, and weight charts for all children have then 
been posted in each room showing whetheg they are above or 
below weight and how much. “If the child is within 15 per cent 
above or 10 per cent below his proper weight for his age and 
height there is no ground for concern. If, however, he is not 
within this margin of safety, he should receive the attention of 
the school nurse and school physician.” ‘The very satisfactory 
results already received from this work of the school nurse, may 
be seen from the improvement in weight of many children, as 
a result of the advice given. The December weights as shown 
in the School Nurse’s appended report are much better than 
those of November. Parents and children have cooperated 
splendidly in bringing about this improved condition. 


Progress Classes 


One year ago a law was enacted requiring school systems hav- 
ing ten or more children three years retarded mentally to es- 
tablish separate classes for the better promotion of the pro- 
gress of these in school. 

Last year we did nothing to comply with the law as we had no 
reliable way of determining what children ought to be placed 
in such classes. Lately the Worcester State Hospital Clinic has 
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been given the work of examining such children. Ours was the 
first town to avail itself of the opportunity of securing it, It 
examined about 25 children under 15 years of age who were re- 
tarded three or more years. The children were.given the Binet- 
Simone Test by the psychologist, a physical examination by the 
doctors, an examination in school work by the teachers, and 
a practical examination by the social examiner. The parents 
also were seen, consulted and advised. 

The results of the examination are’not yet available so we 
cannot tell definitely whether special progress classes’ will be 
required, In any case, we shall have benefited largely because 
the teachers will understand better the real physical and men- 
tal limitations of the children and will have expert advice as 
to the best ways of.improving these. 

Too much cannot be said for the very tactful, considerate and 
helpful attitude of the Clinic toward children, Bree and 
school officers. ‘ 


Physical Training 


This year a law went into effect adding “physical training, 
indoor and outdoor play” to the required subjects to be taught 
in the public schools. Early in September, Miss Rose Speck, 
recreation specialist for Community Service, came here in the 
interests of the Torrey Community House. She kindly volun- | 
teered to form a class of teachers for instruction in physical 
training and games, and also to go to each school weekly and 
give demonstration lessons for each room. She also provided 
an outline for games and physical training for each grade. The 
impetus thus given through her instruction and demonstra- 
tions has made it possible to start physical training, indoor and 
outdoor, under favorable auspices. The plan adopted for: or- 
ganized outdoor play requires each school room to have directed 
play two or three periods a week, these periods replacing the 
regular recess of the session and meeting the minimum re- 
quirement for organized outdoor play. Other recess periods

I. The weekly story hour for grade pupils has been con- 
tinued by the Woman’s Club much to the delight and profit of 
the children. — 

II. The Millbury Savings Bank has had charge of the school 
Savings. system and has relieved the schools of almost all the 
bookkeeping connected with this. 

II. The small balance left over from the last year’s chil- | 
dren’s garden work was used in part this year to send boys who 
had done especially well in their garden work, as decided by 
Mr. Carruth of the Farm Bureau, for a two-days’ outing with 
other Worcester County boys and girls to Massachusetts Agri- 
cultural College. . 

IV. Through the interest of the District Nursing Associa- 
tion we were enabled to secure the material for the Modern 
Health Crusade in the schools. 

V. Through Community Service Corporation we were able 
to have the services of Mr. Nolan for singing in our schools, 
and Miss Speck, a specialist in recreation, for demonstration. 
work in physical training, and in indoor and outdoor play in 
‘the schools, for special instruction of the teachers in this work 
and for outlines prepared by her for it. The work in supervised 
play in the summer and autuinn also was of very real value in 
keeping school children off the streets and in interested activity 
on the Corporation playgrounds. 

VI. Prizes this year were given as heretofore, by Mrs. C. G 
Perry for best Freshman declamations; by Dr. A. G. Hurd fo1 
the best essay of the Senior class on some health topic; by Dr. 
J. R. Lincoln to the best all-around High School boy; by Dr 
A. L. V. Sharon for the best essay on “Care of Teeth” by a pupil 
of the 8th grade; by Father Gauthier for the best essay by a 
pupil of 8th grade. Weare under deep obligation to all of these 
for the interest thus shown and we know that all these prizes 
make for better school work and better aspiration to do well. 

The Sharon Prize was awarded to Mildred Smith, and the 
Gauthier Prize to Nathalie Plante. The other awards are noted 
in the High School Principal’s report.

COMMISSION ON THE REORGANIZATION OF SECONDARY EDUCATION 
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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


Mr. C. C. Ferguson, Superintendent of Schools. 
Dear Sir :— | | 

I herewith submit my report as Principal of the Millbury 
High School. 

Reconstruction, more often than not, signifies redirection of 
our aims and energies. Nowhere is this more true than in the 
field of education. Our educational systems, particularly that 
of the secondary school, find their source in the German philos- 
ophy of education. Finding to what pass that theory has 
brought the nation that gave it birth, educators of the United 
States have given thought whither the road might lead a nation 
whose goal post was Democracy. Believing that the people of 
Millbury are asking this samé question—“What do our schools 
seek to do for our children ?”—I have caused to be reproduced, 
as a part of my annual report, a chart prepared by the Commis- 
sion on the Reorganization of Secondary Education. for the 
National Education Association. The Commission has been 
engaged on this work over a period of years, so that any state- 
ment of theirs may be taken as criterion. My particular pur- 
pose in this report, to use the chart phrases, is to point out the 
correspondence of the Activities of Millbury High School to 
the Main Objectives of Education. 


ELaplanation of the Chart 


Few will quarrel with the Commission’s theory that the pur- 
pose of democracy is the development of Personality, primarily 
through Activities designed to promote the Well-Being of the 
individual in order that he may benefit the society of which he 
is a member and be benefited in turn by the society he has 
helped to create. It is but a restatement of the definition of 
Professor Dewey of Columbia, who has always maintained that 
“education is a preparation for the duties of life.” Likewise it 
is generally conceded that these chief activities are the Home, 
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the Vocation, the Community, and Leisure. These are educat- 
ing forces in themselves and at the same time are the results 
of the main objectives of education, considering the word in its 
more technical sense. The common instrument of education in 
a democracy is the public school, and its curriculum, outlined in 
the last column of the diagram, must be focused on the main 
objectives of education. 


Industrial Arts—Home Economics—A griculture 


With this preliminary survey of the problem itself, let us 
consider Millbury’s effort in secondary education. Of the four- 
teen branches of activities in column four, only one group must 
be completely ruled out; namely, Industrial Arts. Only a tech- 
nical high school, such as the larger systems boast, could in- 
clude this group, whose results focus largely on Vocation and 
Citizenship. Millbury’s effort in Home Economics is almost 
as limited since we can offer only sewing to the girls, once a 
week, after school hours. Even in the limited way we under- 
take this subject, it is particularly desirable for Worthy Home- 
Membership as well as in the interests of Vocation. Many of 
the high school boys, on the other hand, care for school gar- 
dens so that Agriculture, so important in a community which 
draws largely upon a farming district, is not wholly neglected, 
although we have not adequately systematized instruction. 
What we have, it is important to note is the result of commun- 
ity interest. 


Our Assets 


In other respects, we are more fortunate and are making 
serious efforts to bring as many ag possible lines of focus from 
each subject of our program to bear on the Main Objectives, 
so that the diagram of our particular system shall contain a 
network of multiple intersecting lines between columns three 
and four. To trace each and every line, interesting though it 
would be, would necessitate a report of undue length. T plan 
to touch upon only a few 
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Perhaps it would be well to consider first the high school 
work in English, compulsory, as it is, throughout the four years, 
since its lines of focus are most readily seen. ‘The first aim 
of our English study includes two of the Fundamental Pro- 
cesses, which before the science of education had being were 
known under the more homely terminology of the Three R.’s. 
Reading and writing, developed through oral and written com- 
position, are the foundation of any Vocation; adequate com- 
mand of them is essential. The texts in literature supple- 
mented by the explanations of the instructor dwell largely on 
Ethical Character, and teach through example those first prin- 
ciples, virtues if you will, that make a Worthy Member of the 
Home, a more useful Citizen. Since the individual himself must 
develop if his influence is to be felt, and since the germ of self- 
development is nurtured by contact with the greatest minds of 
the ages, literature goes to unseen lengths in teaching a Worthy 
Use of Leisure., In connection with the work in English and 
with appreciation of what such community cooperation means 
in the increasing of interest, (as well as to illustrate that the 
lines of connection between the columns of the chart run east 
as well as west) let me acknowledge Mrs. C. B. Perry’s gift of 
prizes for Freshman Declaiming. The recipients of the prizes 
for 1921 were Evelyn Pierce and Claude Hamby. 


Social Studies 


Nearly equal in importance in these days of strenuous endea- 
vors to Americanize, must be reckoned the Social Studies. The 
Millbury High School curriculum includes Civics, History, 
Economics. In these the child has his first real comprehension 
that he is a member of a community, a future citizen, respon- 
sible in time for his country’s material welfare and political 
prestige. It is a field limitless in possibility. If the next gen- 
eration of Millbury citizens have a clearer, loftier aim of pub- 
lic service, higher ideals of national policy, the source of their 
aims and ideals will be found, in part, in their high school 
course. If they have not, their school training, while not wholly, 
will be largely responsible. 
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Foreign Languages—Mathematics—Science 


The lines of influence from contact with life in other coun- 
tries through the study of French and Spanish, the mental dis- 
cipline found in the several branches of mathematics, the 
awakening of interest in the numberless advances of the modern 
world through science, would be clearly evident in any discus- 
sion of these activities. Lack of space alone warrants their 
omission. 


Music and Art 


Our musical activities and our work in fine arts will be out- 
lined in the reports of the respective supervisors of these 
branches and. will give evidence, I am sure, of the variety of in- 
terests served by both endeavors. Neither course is as complete 
as time will help us to make it; each give promise of being in 
the right path of work. 


Health 


What does Millbury High School do to guard the health of 
its pupils? No one seriously considering the aims of education 
will deny the importance of that question. An examination of 
eyes and ears by a teacher, and of throat, heart, and lungs by a 
physician are regular items in each child’s program. With very 
limited equipment, physiology is studied—and special stress is 
laid on the importance of habits of personal cleanliness. Class 
room study is given point by the offer annually by Doctor Hurd 
of a prize to the writer of an essay on a subject connected with 
health. The subject selected by Doctor Hurd for 1921 had a 
special community interest, “The Advisability of a Planning 
Board for Millbury.” Ruth Nugent of the class of 1921, was the 
recipient of the award.

Physical Education 


Physical Education, which would further all this, remains an 
impossibility under present conditions; but we have been able 
to increase interest in athletics, our substitute. For the boy’s | 
basketball and baseball, membership has been obtained in a 
newly organized county league. Webster, Northbridge, Ux- 
bridge, Spencer, Oxford, Warren, Blackstone, and Millbury, 
are the towns included. With the kind cooperation of the su- 
pervisor of the Community House, the high school girls, for the 
first time, enjoy athletics under competent coaching. So far 
that work has been confined to instruction in volley ball, but 
there exists a possibility that basketball will also be tried with 
girls’ teams. Until gymnasium facilities are provided, we can- 
not give a more satisfactory answer to the health query. 


Student Organization and Student Participation 


Student Organization and Student Participation in School 
Management were the subjects largely of my last year’s report. 
A perusal of that report must prove how many lines have been 
drawn towards Worthy Home Membership, Citizenship, Worthy 
Use of Leisure, the Ethical Character that any social effort pro- 
duces; for some to Vocation, for all to a better Command of the 
Fundamental Processes of expression. To the activities there 
listed, orchestra, glee club, school paper, must be added another 
publication, the class book or aftermath of the graduating 
class. Its successful publication bespoke not only the skill and 
enthusiasm of its pupil editors but the cordial cooperation of 
the townspeople in the financial sss tendered by way of 
advertisements. 


Community Interest 


Brief as this survey necessarily has been, it must be obvious 
that the aims and activities of the school are incorporate with 
those of the community. As Principal of Millbury High School, 
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I am constantly reminded of the general interest of the people. 
Of Doctor Hurd’s and Mrs. Perry’s benefactions I have already 
written. It remains for me to make appreciative acknowledge- 
ment of Doctor Lincoln’s prize to the boy who, in the judgment 
of Superintendent, Principal, and Teachers, ranks first in 
“scholarship, athletics, general appearance, manliness, and 
honor.” Raymond Shaw of this year’s graduating class was 
adjudged the winner in June. The town’s interest in our play 
to raise funds for athletics was especially noteworthy in the 
production in April, of “The Mishaps of Minerva.” I am grate- 
ful also to many who have given generously of their time that 
our pupils might hear of the concerns of the outside world; 
such men as, Doctor Hurd, Lieutenant Dudley, Professor 
Coombs of Worcester Polytechnic Institute, and Mayor Peter 
F. Sullivan of Worcester. 


Results 


Finally, as all Americans, Millbury ‘citizens doubtless look 
for results and ask for the results of this redirection of educa- 
tion for Millbury boys and girls. Briefly, our aim is to attract 
as large numbers as possible to the school, give them a training 
that coincides with national aims in secondary education, and 
send as many as possible to higher institutions. 


Enrollment 


We have discussed the aims of the course, let us consider the 
enrollment for the year. Millbury High School has 66 Fresh- 
men, 44 Sophomores, 40 Juniors, 29 Seniors, a total of 179; as 
against the figures of 1920: 52 Freshmen, 48 Sophomores, 31 
Juniors, 24 Seniors; a total of 155. The increased size of our 
upper classes indicate that our work is progressive. Our losses 
in the earlier years are due to the entrance of pupils who do 
not plan to complete the course but who must fulfil the legal 
requirement for education. 
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Graduating Class 


We have gained a new group and lost an old one; in June a 
class of fifteen girls and eight boys were graduated. Eighty- 
two and six-tenths per cent of that number are attending in- 
stitutions of higher education. -We are proud of the record and 
we believe that the people of Millbury will be interested in 
learning of the schools chosen. The colleges represented are: 
Wellesley, Saretta McCrea; Woman’s College of Brown Uni- 
versity, Edith Horne; Worcester Polytechnic Institute, Edwin 
Higginbottom and Henry Davidson; Tufts Medical College, 
Burton Doe. At Worcester Normal are registered Nellie Bowen, 
Ruth Nugent, Elizabeth Lawton, Agnes Buckley, Grace Roach, 
Mary Mulhane, and Honora Kinniery; Angela Mulhane is at 
the Salem Normal School. Dorothy Grout is attending the 
Sargent School of Physical Education, and Helen Stowe, Lasell 
Seminary. Business Colleges claimed Florence Anderson and 
Mildred Hagstrom; Trade School, John Scannell, and Richard 
Gallacher is taking a Post Graduate course before going on 
with his studies. 

Kight-two and six-tenths per cent seeking further education 
is a high percentage in a school that bears no claim to be 
simply a fitting school for college as do classical high schools 
in larger communities. We believe, however, it means some- 
thing. Twenty-three of this year’s Senior class, a percentage 
of 82.15 have signified already their intentions of continuing 
their schooling. Our future endeavors will be to maintain, if 
not to increase this percentage—and in so doing I believe we 
serve the best interests of Millbury and her citizens.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


I hereby submit my report of the three months which I have 
spent in the Millbury Public Schools. 

Two phases of the work, the introduction of the Health Cru- 
sade, and the Nutrition work, have shown as interesting results 
as any in this department. | 

The equipment for the Modern Health Crusade, which in- 
cludes literature and pins, was given to the public schools by 
the Massachusetts Tuberculosis League, made possible by the 
sale of Christmas Seals in 1920. 

This Crusade consists of a score card for each child on which 
are eleven health chores for him to do daily. Each day the 
cards are marked and with a sufficient number of marks, the 
Crusader is entitled to a pin. 

The Crusade lasts fifteen weeks, during which time, each con- 
scientious child receives three pins. 

The grades in which this has been established, are from the 
second through the sixth. Each room has a captain, and each 
row a lieutenant. The military arrangement pleases the chil- 
dren, and they work very earnestly in order not to lose their 
rank. 

By so doing, a certain amount of pride keeps them up to the 
required standard of cleanliness. 

In the Nutrition work: At the beginning of the 1921 school 
year, there was an amazingly high percentage of pupils, five or 
more pounds under weight. 

For example, in the High and Union Schools, grades 1-8 :—

The lower grades to be weighed in January again. 


A large majority of those under weight, I found, were drink- 
ing tea and coffee, eating a great deal of pastry and candy, but 
consuming little or no milk or eggs. These same children were 
retiring late and were sleeping with closed windows. 

In most cases, it was only because they had not stopped to 
realize the importance of wholesome food, sleep and fresh air. 

When spoken to of the value of proper nutrition, the pupils 
were very interested and ready to cooperate, with results, at the 
end of two months, most gratifying in every school room. In 
one grade, the percentage of those under weight decreased from 
69 per cent to 28 per cent. 

The parents have also enthusiastically cooperated, many real- 
izing for the first time, that their children were under weight, 
according to accepted standards. 

Other phases of the work include: The placing of emergency 
kits in each school building, containing at least iodine, band- 
ages, creoline and cotton. 

The heads of the children have been examined with but very 
few cases of pediculi found. 

The cases of chicken pox have been many, but very few cases 
of scarlet fever have been found in the schools. 
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The families of those having hypertrophied tonsils (found by 
Dr. Lincoln) have been communicated with, and many have pro- 
mised to have these attended to during the Holiday Season, to 
avoid absence from school.

I hereby submit my second annual report as supervisor of 
' drawing and manual training in the Millbury schools. 

For the satisfactory accomplishment of the general aims of 
my department great credit is due the teachers and superin- 
tendent, who have maintained an attitude of unfailing interest 
and helpfulness. 

Our work in the first two grades has been mainly tracing, 
freehand cutting, and construction, for the purpose of develop- 
ing hand skill. The work is made as interesting as possible in 
order to hold the interest of the children at this stage. 

In grades three and four the emphasis has continued to be 
largely on hand skill, with more opportunity given the pupils 
for independent analysis of the subjects to be drawn or con- 
structed. As the children begin to be a bit more critical of re- 
sults we try to gain more accurate representation of form, pro- 
portion and color. In these grades perspective is indicated by 
relative size of near and distant objects and our construction 
begins to deal with simple patterns rather than the separate 
building of each part. Pencil and colored crayons, with occa- 
sional brush and ink work in grade four have been the mediums 
used. Beginning in grade five, we have added water color to 
the medium used. Object drawing, cut letters, nature drawing, 
simple decorative and pictorial designs, harmony and contrast 
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of color, and construction have been studied in grades five and 
six. The same topics form the basis of our work in the seventh 
and eighth grades also; here the problems are increasingly dif. 
ficult, with more attention given to keylines, design and free- 
hand lettering for posters. 

The manual training classes since September of this year 
have been larger but we have so far been able to accommodate 
the increase. The boys have made coat hangers, bread boards, 
broom holders, knife boxes, tie racks, book ends, magazine 
racks, book cases, pedestals, bird houses, benches and taborets. 
The aim of the work has been to teach the boys to read working 
drawings, and to use the proper tool process at the proper stage 
in the development of the finished article. The boys in all the 
classes have shown an interested and industrious spirit. 

The freehand drawing course in the high school has been 
based on lettering, design, water color sketches, object drawing 
and fashion drawing. Some attractive effects were produced 
by drawing from casts, using charcoal and white chalk on gray 
paper; the fashion drawing also proved interesting as a means 
of developing appreciation of good line and color in clothing. 

The Reflector and the Aftermath provided an incentive for 
added effort on the part of the freehand drawing class. The 
mechanical drawing classes have begun with lettering, working 
drawings and dimensioning of blocks and joints; the second 
year work is on intersections and projections, and details of 
machine drawing such as bolts and nuts, saw teeth and simple 
gearing; the third and fourth year, architectural and machine 
drawing. The aim of the course is to fit the boys for the draw- 
ing requirements at technical schools.

Review of basic stitches applied to more difficult articles of 
clothing. 
Introduction of simple mending. 


Grade VII. 


Introduction of sewing machine. 
Care, use and operation. 

Simple machine-made garments. 
Review of mending. 

Introduction of simple embroidery. 
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Grade VIII. 


Review of sewing machine. 
More difficult machine-made garments. 
Advanced embroidery.
